The  publishing  and  mailing  costs  are  high  and  in  the  future  it  will  not  be 
possible  for  us  to  continue  sending  it  to  everyone  now  on  our  mailing  list. 

Some  collectors  who  receive  COIN  TOPICS  collect  only  United  States 
coins,  and  naturally  are  not  interested  in  such  things  as  we  offer  for  sale. 
Others  apparently  have  retired  from  active  collecting,  and  these  we  presume 
to  be  no  longer  interested  in  receiving  our  publication.  In  fairness  to  our 
regular  customers  who  have  purchased  coins  and  accessories  advertised  in 
COIN  TOPICS  we  cannot  place  the  cost  of  indiscriminate  circulation  upon 
their  shoulders.  So  during  the  next  month  our  mailing  list  will  be  revised. 
COIN  TOPICS  will  be  sent  to  all  our  regular  customers,  to  libraries  of  national 
reputation  and  to  museums  both  in  the  United  States  and  abroad.  Sample 
copies  will  be  sent  free  upon  request. 

To  our  regular  customers  who  have  made  the  publication  of  COIN 
TOPICS  possible,  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks.  The  numerous  letters  we  have 
received  have  strengthened  our  belief  that  there  are  enough  serious  collectors 
in  the  United  States  to  warrant  the  effort  of  any  dealer  to  publish  an  honest 
and  worthwhile  catalogue.  We  have  been  cautious  in  the  use  of  the  word 
“rare”.  So  often  do  you  see  this  term  applied  to  very  common  coins  that  it  has 
lost  its  proper  meaning.  Coins  that  are  offered  repeatedly  for  sale  are  not  rare. 
Inasmuch  as  we  have  been  in  business  for  thirty  years  and  have  not  the  re- 
motest intention  of  retiring  from  the  coin  business,  we  are  careful  not  to 
over-describe  the  condition  of  a coin  nor  to  price  it  above  what  we  believe 
it  to  be  worth.  In  most  instances  we  buy  in  large  quantities  and  in  conse- 
quence are  in  a position  to  keep  our  prices  within  the  range  of  the  average 
collector’s  pocket-book. 

In  editing  this  edition  of  COIN  TOPICS  we  have  spared  neither  time 
nor  expense  to  make  it  interesting.  We  have  included  items  to  interest  all 
types  of  collectors  and  given  the  historical  back-ground  whenever  possible*. 
The  material  we  have  to  offer  is  not  the  result  of  haphazard  buying.  We 
know  that  historical  coins  are  in  demand  and  if  properly  advertised  and 
reasonably  priced  can  be  sold.  We  have  built  our  stock  along  these  lines 
and  when  you  buy  a coin  advertised  in  COIN  TOPICS  you  may  be  assured  that 
you  are  not  helping  pay  the  overhead  on  a lot  of  expensive  and  unsalable 
coins. 

But  we  were  talking  about  our  mailing  list.  At  present  it  is  top-heavy 
so  inactive  names  must  be  removed.

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Coins  Buried  Seventeen  Centuries 
Discovered  by  Excavators  in  Antioch 

Seventeen  centuries  ago,  Shapur,  the 
King  of  Persia  made  desperate  onslaughts 
against  Roman  Colonies.  Antioch,  a city  of 
great  luxury  and  often  called  “The  Queen 
of  the  East”  was  one  of  his  chief  objectives. 
After  many  fierce  battles  he  succeeded  in 
capturing  it.  in  anticipation  of  losing  their 
wealth  the  inhabitants  had  secreted  much 
of  it  in  the  earth.  Recently,  excavators 
working  amid  the  ruins  of  the  old  city 
unearthed  a small  hoard  of  these  coins.  All 
that  is  known  of  the  former  owner  is  that 
he  was  one  of  the  unfortunate  citizens  who 
either  lost  his  life  or  fled  during  the  capture 


of  the  ancient  city.  The  coins,  mostly  all 
silver  tetradrachms  of  Trajan  Decius,  Em- 
peror of  Rome  for  the  brief  period  from 
249  to  251  A.  D.,  are  in  a remarkable  state 
of  preservation.  They  show  no  sign  of 
wear  and  from  appearances  might  have  been 
struck  but  yesterday.  The  portrait  of 
Decius  is  shown  facing  to  the  right  and  on 
the  other  side  of  the  coin  is  a large  eagle. 

The  brief  reign  of  Decius  was  occupied 
with  disastrous  wars.  The  Empire,  weaken- 
ed by  its  own  corruption,  was  tottering 
before  the  fall.  Decius  attempted  to  re- 
store the  rapidly  declining  coinage  and  the 
coins  he  issued  are  much  superior  to  others 
of  that  period.  Naturally,  only  the  best 
coins  were  hoarded  by  the  owners  who 
would  spend  the  light-weight  and  badly 
debased  coins  at  the  first  opportunity.  Two 
years  after  Decius  was  made  Emperor  he 
was  killed  in  battle  while  fighting  against 
the  Goths  at  Dobrudsha.  Antioch  was  taken 
by  Shapur,  during  the  reign  of  Valerianus, 
254-260  A.  D.

Valeria,  Wife  of  Calerius 
Maximianus  292-305  A.  D. 

Valeria  (Galeris)  , the  daughter  of  Diocle- 
tian, was  married  to  Gal.  Maximianus  in  A. 
D.  292.  Having  no  children  of  her  own 
she  adopted  her  husband’s  illegitimate  son 
Candidianus.  On  the  death  of  Galerius  in 
A.  D.  311,  his  successor,  Maximinus  Daza 
offered  to  divorce  his  own  wife  and  marry 
Valeria.  She  turned  down  his  proposal, 
whereupon  he  confiscated  all  her  estate  and 
banished  her,  with  her  mother,  to  Syria,  in 
spite  of  the  protestations  of  her  father  Dio- 
cletianus.  Maximinus  died  in  A.  D.  314 
and  the  exiles  escaped  and  found  refuge  at 
the  Court  of  Licinius,  to  whose  care  Valeria 
had  been  committed  by  her  dying  husband. 
But  Licinius  murdered  Candidianus,  and 
Valeria  and  her  mother  wandered  for  many 
months  through  the  provinces.  They  were 
at  last  discovered  at  Thessalonica,  beheaded, 
and  their  bodies  thrown  into  the  sea,  A.  D. 
315. 

Gold  coins  of  this  Empress  are  extremely 
rare.  There  are  none  in  silver.  Bronze 
coins  are  scarce.

The  Island  of  Zanzibar  some  23  miles  off 
the  East  African  seaboard,  has  a population 
of  about  36,000.  Since  the  16th  century 
it  has  been  the  scene  of  many  struggles  in- 
volving the  native  Persian  and  Arab  Moham- 
medans, Turks,  Portugese  and  European 
powers.  It  became  a British  Protectorate 
in  1890.  Despite  its  size,  640  square  miles, 
it  yields  most  of  the  world’s  clove  supply. 
Its  copra  trade  is  next  in  importance. 


The  first  modern  coins  of  Zanzibar  were 
issued  in  1881  by  the  Sultan  Seyyid  Salld 
bin  Burghash.  They  show  on  the  obverse 
his  name  and  the  motto  GOD  GUARD  HIM. 
On  the  reverse  is  the  date  1299- (1881) 
and  a pair  of  scales.

A Portrait  Coin  of  Henry  VIM 
King  of  England  1509  to  1547 

Celebrities  of  history  such  as  Henry  the 
Eighth  make  coin  collecting  the  most  inter- 
esting of  all  avocations.  No  other  hobby 
can  bring  one  in  such  close  contact  with 
historical  associations  as  a coin  bearing  the 
portrait  of  some  famous  personage.  Perhaps 
the  impious  Henry  VIII  deserves  to  be  called 
“infamous”  more  so  than  “famous”  but  his 
importance  in  history  cannot  be  overlooked. 


He  occupied  an  almost  unique  place  among 
English  sovereigns,  not  because  of  the  blood 
and  lust  that  marked  his  reign,  but  because 
he  personally  was  so  largely  responsible  for 
the  significant  developments  that  took  place 
while  he  was  on  the  throne. 

Henry  VIII  ascended  the  throne  in  1509 
at  the  age  of  eighteen.  At  that  time  the 
nation  was  at  peace  and  rich,  because  of  the 
money  his  parsimonious  father,  Henry  VII. 
had  placed  in  the  public  coffers.  But  Henry 
VIII  immediately  gave  himself  up  to  pleas- 
ure and  gaiety.  The  money  his  father  had 
so  greedily  saved  was  soon  wasted  and  a 
debased  coinage  resulted.  In  1513  Henry  in- 
vaded France  and  won  brilliant  but  futile 
victories.  During  his  absence  the  Scots  in- 
vaded England  but  were  defeated  at  Flod- 
den,  in  the  last  great  border  battle. 

For  some  eighteen  years,  1511-1  529,  the 
burden  of  government  rested  mainly  on 
Thomas  Wolsey,  later  Cardinal.  Wolsey 
objected  to  Henry  marrying  Anne  Boleyn 
so  Henry  had  him  arrested.  Wolsey  died 
before  his  trial  came  up.  The  Pope  also 
objected  to  the  marriage  so  Henry  defied 
him  and  took  upon  himself  the  title  of 
Supreme  Head  of  the  Church  of  England. 


He  added  the  title  Defender  of  The  Faith  to 
his  name  and  ever  since  that  time  English 
coins  have  borne  the  letters  D.  F. 

The  matrimonial  ventures  of  Henry  VIII 
are  still  a favorite  topic  among  those  who 
consider  such  things  of  interest.  He  was 
married  six  times.  Two  of  his  wives  he 
beheaded  which  is  still  considered  a strange 
thing  for  a man  to  do  who  used  the  motto 
“I  HAVE  CHOSEN  THE  LORD  AS  MY 
HELPER”  on  the  coins  he  issued. 

Henry  died  in  1 547  after  a reign  of  38 
years.  His  coins  are  all  fairly  scarce  as  later 
rulers  replaced  them  with  better  grade 
silver.

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Stater  of  the  Island  of  Aegina 
The  Earliest  Known  Silver  Coins 

The  earliest  staters  of  Aegina  date  back 
to  the  7th  century  B.  C.  They  were  the 
first  silver  coins  ever  to  be  issued  and 
because  of  their  full  weight  and  good  quali- 
ty silver,  remained  popular  for  centuries.

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Diocletianus 

Roman  Emperor  284  to  305  A.  D. 


Diocletianus  was  born  A.  D.  254  of  an 
obscure  family  in  Dioclea,  Dalmatia.  His 
original  name  was  Diodes.  Of  humble  origin 
he  served  with  high  distinction  and  held 
important  military  commands  under  the 
emperors  Probus  and  Aurelian.  and  accom- 
panied Carus  to  the  Persian  War.  After 
the  death  of  Numerianus  he  was  chosen 
emperor  by  the  troops  at  Chalcedon,  on  the 
17th  of  September,  284.  Diocletian  was  in 
his  fortieth  year  when  he  began  his  long 
reign  of  more  than  twenty  years.  As  em- 
peror, he  exhibited  in  his  administrative 
capacity  the  skill  and  courage  of  a great 
commander,  combined  with  abilities  of  the 
highest  order  for  civil  government.  He  re- 


formed the  standard  of  coinage,  fixed  the 
price  of  provisions  and  other  necessities  of 
daily  life,  remitted  the  tax  upon  inherit- 
ances, abolished  various  monopolies,  repress- 
ed corruption  and  encouraged  trade.  In 
addition,  he  built  many  buildings  for  the 
city,  the  remains  of  one,  the  Thermae  can 
still  be  seen  today. 

At  the  age  of  59,  exhausted  with  labor, 
Diocletian  abdicated  his  sovereignty  and  re- 
tired to  Salona,  where  he  died  eight  years 
afterwards. 

On  his  coins  he  is  styled  IMP.  CAIVS 
VALERIVS  DIOCLET1ANVS  P.F.  SENior 
AVC.  Cold  coins  are  very  rare;  silver  rare 
and  copper  common.

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Gold  Dinar  of  Hedjaz 
Issued  in  1924 

An  unusual  gold  coin  is  the  dinar  issued 
in  Hedjaz  in  1924,  by  El  Husein  Ibn  Ali, 


its  first  King.  The  obverse  of  the  coin 
reads  in  the  upper  section,  El  Husein  Ibn 
Ali;  lower  section  “The  Uplifter  of  the  Land 
of  Arabia.’’  Side  panels.  “Slave  of  Cod  and 
Son  of  a Slave  of  Cod’’;  center,  “Of  the 
Hashimi  Dynasty’’.  The  upper  section  of 
the  reverse  reads  “Struck  at  Mecca’’;  lower 
section,  “The  Kingdom  of  ihe  Arabs’’.

“Year  8’’  (1334)  or  1924  of  our 
own  era.  Center,  “One  Dinar’’.

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Gordianus  Pius  (or  III) 
Emperor  of  Rome  238-244  A.  D. 

This  Emperor  who  was  the  grandson  of 
Gordianus  Africanus  was  only  sixteen  years 
of  age  when  elected.  He  was  fortunate  in 
having  his  father-in-law  Misitheus,  a man 
distinguished  for  his  wisdom,  virtue,  and 
courage,  as  one  of  his  advisers.  Had  Gordi- 
anus Pius  lived  in  another  age  he  would 
have  undoubtedly  become  a strong  and 
just  ruler.  But  times  were  bad.  Conspi- 
racy and  bloodshed  stalked  the  land.  Misi- 


theus died  and  Gordianus,  a mere  youth 
endeavored  to  the  best  of  his  ability  to  keep 
the  army  united.  But  Philip  the  Arabian 
incited  the  soldiers  to  murder  Gordianus, 
which  they  promptly  did. 

Coins  of  this  Emperor  are  rare  in  gold, 
but  easily  obtainable  in  silver  and  bronze. 
Before  his  accession  to  the  Empire,  Gordi- 
anus is  styled  M.  ANT.  GORDIANVS  CAES, 
(the  head  bare),  A.  D.  238.  The  same 
year,  ascending  the  throne  on  the  death  of 
Balbinus  and  Pupienus,  his  coins  exhibit  the 
title  of  IMP.  CAES.  M.  ANT.  GORDIANUS 
AVG.,  and  these  he  bore  during  the  first 
two  years  of  his  reign.  In  A.  D.  239,  the 
title  of  PIVS  was  added;  in  240  the  further 
addition  was  made  of  Felix;  and  to  the  end 
of  his  life  preserved  the  style  of  IMP.  GOR- 
DIANVS PIVS  FELix  AVG.

Queen  Elizabeth — 1558-1603 

Every  coin  collection  that  is  being  formed 
along  historical  lines  ought  to  include  a few 
specimens  of  the  Elizabethan  Period.  It  is 
perhaps  the  most  interesting  period  in  all 
English  history  and  certainly  the  greatest 
in  many  respects  During  her  reign  there 
lived  Shakespeare,  Spenser,  Bacon,  John 
Knox,  Sir  Francis  Drake  and  others  whose 
names  are  as  familiar  today  as  they  were 
then.  She  did  much  to  promote  coloniza- 
tion in  America  and  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  success  of  Sir  Waiter  Raleigh,  the 
great  explorer. 


Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Henry  VIII  and 
Anne  Boleyn,  was  born  in  1533.  Her 
mother  was  beheaded,  by  order  of  her 
father,  three  years  later.  Upon  the  death 
of  her  sister  Mary  in  1558,  Elizabeth  be- 
came queen.  When  she  came  to  the  throne 
there  was  much  rejoicing.  The  Protestant 
religion  was  restored  in  1559  and  the 
Church  of  England  took  its  present  form. 

Elizabeth’s  self-reliance,  courage,  and  in- 
tuition contributed  much  to  the  brilliance 
of  her  reign.  The  inhuman  treatment  she 
showed  Mary  Stuart,  Queen  of  the  Scots,  is 
the  one  great  stain  on  her  character  and  no 
historian  has  been  able  to  remove  it. 

Soon  after  the  death  of  Mary  in  1587, 
Philip  of  Spain  who  had  married  Mary  I,  and 
after  her  death  had  been  rejected  by  Eliza- 
beth, fitted  a great  fleet  for  the  invasion 
of  Eng'and.  This  was  partly  in  revenge  for 
Elizabeth’s  refusal  of  his  hand,  and  partly 
in  hope  of  restoring  the  Catholic  religion  in 
England.  So  sure  was  he  of  his  success  that 
he  called  his  fleet  the  “Invincible  Armada.” 
He  was  totally  defeated  through  the  strategy 
of  the  English  fleet. 


Though  never  married,  Elizabeth  had  great 
favorites  at  Court.  Her  chief  one  being  the 
Earl  of  Essex,  a brave  and  generous  young 
nobleman,  but  rash  and  headstrong.  He 
was  in  the  rebellion  against  Elizabeth  in 
1601  and  was  taken  prisoner  and  con- 
demmed  to  die.  Now  Elizabeth  had  on  one 
occasion  given  him  a ring,  telling  him  that 
if  he  should  ever  get  into  trouble  to  send 
that  ring  to  her  and  she  would  protect  him. 
Essex,  lying  in  prison,  sent  the  ring  to  Eliza- 
beth by  the  Countess  of  Nottingham,  but 
her  husband  was  no  friend  of  Essex  and 
prevented  her  from  delivering  the  ring. 
Essex  was  beheaded  in  the  Tower.  Two 
years  later  as  the  Countess  lay  dying  she 
confessed  her  crime  to  the  Queen.  So  en- 
raged was  Elizabeth  that  she  shook  the 
dying  Countess  violently,  and  said,  “Cod 
may  forgive  you,  but  I never  will.”  The 
Queen  never  recovered  from  her  grief.  She 
gave  herself  up  to  despair.  For  ten  days  and 
nights  she  lay  on  floor,  refusing  to  take 
food  or  medicine,  and  died,  most  likely  of  a 
broken  heart,  in  the  70th  year  of  her  age 
and  the  45th  of  her  reign.  With  her,  ended 
the  House  of  Tudor.

Within  two  years  after 
she  came  to  the  throne  she  had  restored  the 
quality  of  the  silver  and  issued  sufficient 
coins  to  meet  the  needs  of  everyday  com- 
merce.

Shilling  of  Edward  the  Sixth 
King  of  England  1547-1553 

Though  this  king  ruled  but  six  years  he 
did  much  to  improve  the  English  coinage. 
His  shillings  are  handsome  coins  and  circu- 
lated for  many  years  after  his  death.  Ed- 
ward VI  was  the  son  of  Henry  VIII  and 
Jane  Seymour.  He  was  ten  when  he  ascend- 
ed the  throne,  and  his  uncle,  the  Duke  of 
Somserset,  was  made  Protector.  Henry 


The  Scots  objected  to  the  marriage,  where- 
upon Somerset  led  an  army  into  Scotland 
and  there  gained  the  Battle  of  Pinkie.  Mary 
in  the  meantime  had  been  sent  to  France, 
where  she  married  the  Dauphin,  that  is,  the 
eldest  son  of  the  French  king.  Soon  after 
this,  Somerset,  by  taking  too  much  power 
to  himself,  lost  the  favor  of  the  people,  and 
the  Earl  of  Northumberland  who  envied  him, 
sought  his  ruin.  In  this  respect  he  was  quite 
successful  for  Somerset  lost  his  head  via 
the  chopping  block.  Northumberland  be- 
came Protector  and  developed  an  obvious 
devotion  to  the  young  king.  After  a four 
year  reign,  Edward’s  health  failed  and  Nor- 
thumberland had  things  pretty  much  his 
own  way.  He  persuaded  Edward  to  make 
a will,  leaving  the  crown  to  the  Earl’s 
daughter-in-law,  Lady  Jane  Gray,  who  was 
the  grand-daughter  of  Mary  Tudor,  a sister 
of  Henry  VIII. 

The  King’s  health  became  more  precari- 
ous. Northumberland  hired  an  old  woman 
to  cure  him  and  as  might  be  expected,  the 
young  king  passed  away.  Being  young, 
handsome  and  amiable  he  was  much  la- 
mented by  the  nation.  Northumberland's 
plan  to  achieve  full  power  was  defeated. 
He  was  executed  a few  weeks  later.

Silver  Drachms  of  Persia  Showing 
Fire-Altar  and  Worshippers 

One  of  the  most  peculiar  of  coin  types 
is  that  used  on  the  coins  issued  during  the 
Sassanian  Dynasty  of  Persia.  The  Dynasty 
lasted  for  more  than  four  centuries,  from 
226  to  651  A.  D.  The  type  of  Sassanian 
coinage  varies  little  throughout  its  long 
history;  the  obverse  being  occupied  by  the 
king’s  bust,  almost  always  turned  to  the 
right,  and  the  reverse  by  a portable  fire- 


altar,  with  different  accessories.  The  con- 
tinued use  of  the  reverse  type  indicates  the 
important  part  that  fire-worship  played  in 
the  religion  of  the  Persians.  We  have  a

Silver  Coins  of  Hawaii  Issued 
by  King  Kalakaua 

The  first  and  only  silver  coins  for  Hawaii 
were  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  mint  in 
1 883.  The  issue  is  of  particular  interest  to 
collectors  for  Hawaii  is  now  a territory  of 
the  United  States  and  it  is  not  probable 
that  another  distinctive  coinage  will  ever 
be  issued. 


King  Kalakaua  who  is  featured  on  these 
coins  was  elected  in  1874.  He  visited  the 
United  States  in  1874  and  in  1875  a re- 
ciprocity treaty  was  arranged  between  the 
two  countries.  In  1881  he  made  a tour  of 
the  world  and  was  given  a royal  welcome  in 
each  country  he  visited.  Such  attention 
apparently  went  to  his  head.  He  was 
wasteful  in  his  expenditures,  personally  cor- 
rupt, and  responsible  for  religious  bitterness 
amongst  his  subjects.  He  was  a member 
of  the  Congregational  Church  as  that  was 
the  creed  of  the  American  missionaries  who 
brought  Christianity  to  Hawaii.  These  mis- 
sionaries were  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
the  copper  cent  of  1847.  The  dies  for  this 
coin  were  made  in  Massachusetts. 


The  issue  of  1 883  resulted  from  the  sug- 
gestion of  Claus  Spreckels  a banker  and 
sugar  planter,  who  suggested  to  King  Kala- 
kaua that  a silver  coinage  be  struck  for  the 

benefit  of  the  Hawaiian  nation.  Mr. 

Charles  Barber  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
was  employed  to  make  the  designs  and  the 
coins  were  made  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint. 
The  coinage  was  not  large  as  can  be  realized 
from  the  Mint  records.  The  total  coinage 
in  pieces  was  as  follows: 

Dollars  500,000 

Half  Dollars 700,000 

Quarter  Dollars 500,000 

Dimes  250,000 

The  legend  on  the  reverse  of  the  coins 
is  translated  “THE  LIFE  OF  THE  LAND  IS 
IN  RIGHTEOUSNESS.” 

King  Kalakaua  was  dethroned  in  1 889 
and  died  in  San  Francisco  two  years  later. 
His  closest  living  descendents  today  are  the 
three  children  of  his  nephew,  Prince  David 
Kawananakoa,  whose  widow  is  living  in 
Honolulu. 

Since  the  annexation  of  Hawaii  in  1 898 
by  the  United  States  of  America,  most  of 
the  Hawaiian  silver  coins  have  gone  into 
Uncle  Sam’s  melting  pot  at  San  Francisco. 
It  is  rarely  that  specimens  are  obtainable 
in  mint  condition  and  coins  in  fine  con- 
dition are  becoming  scarcer  each  day.

Copper  Coins  of  Transvaal, 

The  Sout-h  African  Republic 

The  coin  illustrated  above  pictures  S.  J. 
Paul  Kruger,  once  president  of  Transvaal, 
the  South  African  Republic.  Kruger,  who 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  Boer  War, 
was  born  in  Colesberg,  Cape  Colony  in 
1825.  Most  of  his  life  was  spent  in  an 
attempt  to  form  a great  South  African 
republic  that  might  be  under  control  of  the 
Dutch.  His  efforts  culminated  in  the  Boer 
War,  and  being  an  old  man  at  that  time  he 
was  forced  to  find  refuge  in  Europe. 


Taking  up  residence  in  Utrecht  he  devot- 
ed the  few  remaining  years  of  his  life  to 
dictating  a record  of  his  career,  which  was 
published  in  1902  under  the  title  of  The 
Memoirs  of  Paul  Kruger. 

The  few  coins  he  had  struck  while  presi- 
dent of  Transvaal  are  today  interesting  relics 
of  a period  when  the  history  of  South 
Africa  was  in  the  making.

This  odd  looking  base  silver  coin  is  de- 
scribed by  Reginaid  Le  May,  in  his  book 
“The  Coinage  of  Siam”,  published  in  1932 
by  the  Siam  Society.  According  to  Mr.  Le 
May  these  pieces  are  also  to  be  found  in 
circulation  in  Northern  Siam,  although  their 
use  is  restricted  solely  to  ceremonies  of 
marriage  and  divorce.  When  a man  marries 
he  must  pay  so  much  in  weight  of  these 
coins  to  the  parents  of  his  bride.  If  he  t 
divorces  her,  he  must  pay  so  much  “release  i 
money.”  There  are  various  kinds  of  this.-? 
money  in  use,  some  of  good  grade  silver, 
some  of  base  silver  and  others  of  copperM 
washed  in  silver.  In  shape  they  are  almost 
flat  though  one  side  is  slightly  convex.  One 
side  is  usually  covered  with  a yellowish- 
red  substance  made,  it  is  believed,  from 
the  burnt  yolk  of  a chicken’s  egg.

During  the  last  1 50  years  no  coin  has 
played  such  an  important  part  in  the  mone- 
tary system  of  Ethiopia  as  has  the  Maria 
Theresa  thaler.  It  was  first  coined  in 
Austria  and  in  1780  was  introduced  as  a 
trade  coin  in  the  Eastern  money  marts. 
For  a century  and  a half  it  dominated  all 
other  moneys  in  Arabia,  Ethiopia  and  the 
Red  Sea  districts  of  Asia. 

Its  long  popularity  is  easy  to  understand 
The  coin,  about  the  size  of  a United  States 
silver  dollar,  is  handsome,  carefully  minted 
and  of  good  quality  silver.  It  bears  a 
portrait  of  Maria  Theresa  and  is  always 
dated  1780.

Widow’s  Mifre  or  Lepton 
A Coin  of  Biblical  Fame 

One  of  the  most  famous  of  the  coins 
mentioned  in  the  Bible  is  the  Widow’s 
Mite.  It  is  a small  copper  coin  issued  in 
Judaea,  of  low  value  and  crude  design. 
But  it  served  as  the  basis  for  one  of  the 
best  known  parables  of  Jesus  Christ.  This 


is  found  in  the  12th  Chapter  of  Mark.  It 
reads;  “Jesus  sat  over  against  the  treasury, 
and  beheld  how  the  people  cast  a piece  of 
brass  money  into  the  treasury;  and  many 
that  were  rich  cast  in  much.  And  there 
came  a certain  poor  widow,  and  she  threw 
in  two  mites,  which  make  a farthing.  And 
he  called  to  him  his  disciples,  and  saith 
unto  them,  Verily  I say  unto  you,  that  this 
poor  widow  hath  cast  more  in  than  all  they 
which  have  cast  into  the  treasury.  For  all 
they  did  cast  in  of  their  abundance;  but  she 
of  her  want  did  cast  in  all  that  she  had, 
even  all  her  living.’’ 

The  fame  of  these  little  coins  has  spread 
all  over  the  Christian  world.  Fortunately 
for  the  collector  they  are  not  rare  although 
it  is  difficult  for  a dealer  to  keep  them  in 
stock.

Bronze  Penny  of  New  Cuinea 
Only  Coin  of  King  Edward  VIII 


As  far  as  is  known  the  only  coin  having 
any  reference  to  the  rule  of  King  Edward 
VIII  is  the  penny  of  New  Cuinea.  This  coin 
was  described  in  the  COIN  COLLECTOR’S 
JOURNAL  for  January.

Copper  Coin  of  Khalifa  Abdullah 
Struck  During  African  Rebellion 


Abdullah  who  was  leader  of  the  Mahdists 
from  1 885  to  his  death  in  1 899  was  driven 
from  the  city  of  Omdurman,  where  he  struck 
these  coins,  by  Lord  Kitchener.  Most  of 
them  are  dated  in  the  latter  years  of  his 
reign.  The  denomination  is  20  Piastres 
and  not  20  Para  as  we  stated  in  the  last 
edition  of  COIN  TOPICS.

During  the  reign  of  Severus  the  Roman 
campaign  against  the  Parthians  was  an  un- 
profitable one  for  all  concerned.  After 
several  years  of  bloody  war  the  Roman 
soldiers  were  forced  to  retreat  because  of 
famine  and  dysentery.  As  Severus  had  in 
the  early  part  of  the  invasion,  won  a num- 
ber of  victories  and  skirmishes  he  claimed 
the  dubious  title  of  “King  of  Parthia.” 

In  201  A.  D.  coins  were  struck  to  com- 
memorate his  inglorious  invasion. 

The  obverse  reads  SEVERVS.  PIVS.  AVC. 
The  reverse  shows  a trophy  of  arms  with 
seated  captives  on  either  side.  The  accom- 
panying legend  reads,  PART,  (hicus)  MAX. 
(imus)  P.  (ontifex)  M.  (aximus)  TR.  P. 
(tribunicia  Potestate  VI I II.  9th  year).

These  pieces  of  silver  wire,  known  as 
Larins  because  they  were  first  made  in  the 
city  of  Lar  in  Persia,  are  one  of  the  most 
curious  coins  known.  Those  that  were  used 
in  Persia,  Arabia  and  India  are  straight. 
The  fishhook  type  as  illustrated  was  pecu- 
liar to  Ceylon  where  they  were  in  use  until 
about  1 800.  They  are  now  scarce  as  they 
have  been  melted  down  by  silversmiths  in 
the  East  on  account  of  their  fine  silver.
